Creating a Market in Preference to 
Imported Honey 


In spite of the fact that the yield 
of honey per hive was lower than 
usual in 1917, owing to the increase 
in the number of hives, the Manitoba 
honey crop was greater than it was 
in 1916, and exceeded one million 
pounds. Much of the honey was 
gathered in the month of September, 

The high quality of Manitoba hon- 
ey is creating a market in preference 
to imported honey, many household- 
ers being willing to pay a_ higher 
price for the home product, The av- 
erage price received by bee-keepers 
for the extracted honey was nine- 
teen to twenty cents, or four to five 
cents more than the previous year. 
The outlook for increased produc- 
tion in Manitoba is very bright, as 
many are becoming intercsted in this 
profitable industry.
